VEXEZUELA  ASD  RAILWAY 
GUARAXTEES. 

The  conduct  of  Venezuel.i  towards  the  Encljih 
guaranteed  railway  companies  in  ihe  cnuntty  calls 
fur  serious  altention.  We  find  Venezuela  zealous 
enou<;li  in  defending  iKiundary  rights,  imaginary 
and  (.therwise,  against  llie  Biitish  crown  colony  of 
Guiana,  and  inakingoverlures  to  the  L'niled  States 
lo  back  her  out.  But  it  is  quite  another  matter, 
apparently,  when  the  rights  of  Britisli  capitalists 
and  her  obliga'ions  in  ihem  are  concerned.  Take 
the  case  of  the  Pneiio  Caliello  and  Valencia  Rail- 
way  Company  for  in-tmce.  The  report  just  to 
hand  shows  llmt  the  government  owe  no  less  than 
^61.759  on  account  of  ihe  guarantee  (or  ihe  past 
fijur  years,  and  ;f2,62l  for  liie  cariiage  of  Ireight, 
at  rates  50  per  cent,  under  the  ordinary.  The  case 
of  tins  company  is  pariicularly  hard,  because  the 
gnaraniee  was  reduced  from  ;^57,400  to  ^^41,000 
per  annutn,  on  ibe  undersiandmg  that  the  lesser 
liability  would  be  punctually  paid ;  but,  so  far 
from  litis  being  the  case,  tlte  alxive  large  sum  is 
now  owing,  and  ihe  shaielmhlers  have  to  go  with- 
out a  dividend.  It  is  staled  tiial  the  new  tninister 
of  finance  has  a  reputation  (or  ability  and  probity, 
and  is  expected  lo  settle  the  indisputable  claims  of 
(he  company.  We  hope  it  will  be  so,  but  we  are 
accu^iomed  to  di-appoin(ment  where  Soalh  Ameri- 
can republics  aie  cnncerned.  The  case  of  the  La 
Guaira  and  Caracas  Company  is  even  mme  tiare- 
faccd  still,  because  ^25,161  is  now  owing  from 
the  givernment  !or  wot k  actually  done  at  50  per 
cent,  under  the  ordinary  rates,  and  all  elTorts  to 
collect  have  proved  unavailing.  Hope  heie,  loo, 
lends  enchantment  to  the  view,  but  promises  are 
cheap,  especially  in  Venezuela.  It  has  always 
been  a  puzzle  to  us  what  difference  there  is  be- 
tween tiie  financial  and  the  political  rights  of  a 
British  subject  in  dealing  with  these  petty  South 
American  slates.  The  Nicaraguan  incident  show- 
ed us  Ihal  the  Foreign  Office  could  effectually  in- 
terfere  to  protect  llie  latter.  With  the  former  the 
(oieign  sei;retary  will  have  nothing  to  do,  the 
didiim  being  that  he  cannot  turn  tax-gattierer.  We 
are  sure  of  thi--,  that  the  same  pranks  could  not 
with  iinpuniiy  by  played  with  a  German  or  a 
United  .States  company.  Venezuela  is  loud  enough 
iu  Complaints  nf  her  iU-lreatment  at  the  parliiton 
of  the  old  republic  ol  Colombia.  That  may  affect 
the  loreign  debt.  Bui  what  excuse  has  she  for 
petty  pilfr-rins-  towards  railway  companies  ?  If  she 
slndied  her  own  interests  aright  she  would  act 
diiTerently,  bat  appeals  of  ihis  sort  have,  it  is  to  be 
feared,  little  weiirht  with  South  Ameiican  poli- 
ticians.— HertpatVs  Journal. 


On  the-lst  inst.  W.  T.  Stead,  editor  and  ^xq- 
prieior  of  the  A'rt-/m' i^/yV^^'i^cj,  was  fined  ;^loo 
by  Mr.  Jtistice  Wills,  of  the  Queen's  Bench,  for 
publishing  the  following  paragraph  regarding 
Tabez  Balfour: — ** .Another  rare  rogue,  in  the 
shape  of  Jabez  Balfour,  was  a  good  deal  before  the 
courts  last  month.  He  will  reappear  at  the  Old 
Bailey,  and  then  we  may  expect  t.>  hear  no  more 
of  him  for  some  time  to  come."  It  was  held  that 
this  was  an  interference  with  the  administration  of 
justice.

Buenos  Aires,  July  15th,  1X95, 
Gold  is  steady,  Tlii?  hoUnm  has  fallen  nut  of 
the  s|iecnlalion.  The  iiremiuni  thu-(aales  hetweon 
240  and  24SV,  say  $17.40  lo  $17.50  to  the  pomid 
slerlint,'.  Our  revenue  is  shrinking;,  however,  and 
our  expenditure  is  of  course  ever  on  ihc  increase. 
There  is  no  knowing  yet  how  the  financial  year 
will  turn  ouL  At  pre-eiu  it  looks  bad.  We  seem 
williin  measiirable  disUuice  o(  attuiiiiim  a  rnntriiili- 
cent  Llchcii.  ^ 

The  maize  harvest  lias  been  a  most  abundant 
one,  hut  we  have  had  a  bit  of  rainy  weather  Uitely 
and  consequently  tlie  grain  is  damp.  Export  ' 
therefiie  at  a  siandstiU  tor  the  present  iis  shippc 
are  afraid  lo  operate,  yonie  damp  cargoes  Imvc 
already  gone  forward  and  the  consigners  of  some 
have  huiiil  ihcir  fiiiger;--.  The  current  piices  are 
from  $5  to  $5.30  paper  per  loo  kilos. 

We  have  ahoul  30,000  tons  of  last  season's  wool 
cli])  yet  iinsold,  and  it  seems  that  a  fair  share  of 
this  will  now  remain  over  until  next  year.  The 
Americans  have  operated  rather  extensively  m 
cross  Lincoln  staples,  and  when  tlie  oflicial  figures 
are  piiblislieil  we  shall  >ce  a  liandsoiiie  and  en- 
conriiging  increase  in  the  output  lo  the  Stales. 
Tlie  Amciic:nis  have  nlso  dealt  !an;ely  with  ti";

Mr.  Philips  w'll  thus  see  thai  Lord  Salishmy, 
ill  dating  the  English  title  fnmi  the  ycnr  lyon,  in 
which  Capt.  Edmund  Ilalley  toiudicd  al  tbe  islnnl 
nfTiiiiidad,  discovered  Ly  the  romii;uese  in  the 
betiiniiing  of  the  i6ih  ctntury,  labors  iimler  a 
niisiake  which  may  lie  readily  corrected  by  having 
recourse  lo  documents  in  the  archives  of  iIil' 
lliitisb  government. 

I  present  10  Mr.  Phipps's  consideration  a  cojiy 
of  the  insi  ructions  given  to  the  capiaiii  coiiimaud- 
iuf;  the  ship  A'.  S.  </os  Pr,i :,■!,•.•!,  <m  December  7tb, 
1782,  by  ihe  viceroy  of  Biiz-il,  l.ui/  ik-  \'asi:oii- 
cellos  S  lUza,  for  1  he  niilitaiy  I'stablishinent  on  the 
island  of  'rrinidad,  which  was  to  follow,  as  it 
actually  did  fillow,  the  withilrnwal  nf  the  English 
fiuces  that  were  intrusively  occu|iying  ihe  island. 
All  this  the  viceroy  communicated  lo  his  yoverii- 
meiil  on  Decenil  er  20th  of  the  same  year. 

By  these  instruciions  Mr.  I'hi|ips  wilt  see  that 
tJrciit  Uritain  yielded  to  justice  and  reason  in 
disoccupyinB  the  island  of  Trinidad  and  proclaim- 
ing ihe  righis  to  which  llra/il  sutceeiied  in  virtue 
(if  Its  [lolitical  indeiieiidcnce  and  in  view  of  the 
island  being  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  govern, 
ineni  of  Kio  de  Jau'  iro. 

The  title  of  1700,  alleged  by  Lord  Salisbuiy, 
cannot  resist  the  evidence  of  anterior  and  posierioi 
facts. 

I  also  submit  to  Mr.  Phipps's  appreciation  the 
royal  ieilcr  of  Fehrn.iry  22nd,  1724.  in  which  1). 
Jolin,  King  of  Pmtuual,  gave  onlers  for  taking 
steps  lo  ptevenl  rhe  Knghsh  company  of  Guinea 
from  usinsi  tbe  island  of  Trinidad  for  the  sla 
trade.  Tl  was  undoubtedly  a  solemn  prolesi 
against  the  net  of  Capt.  Ilalley  in  1700. 

1  appeal,  .is  behooves  me,  10  ihe  sentinieiits  of 
justice  of  the  government  of  the  Queen  of  fireal 
Hfitain  to  remove  this  cansc  of  disturbance  in  the 
friendly  relations  that  it  maintains  with  the  repub- 
lic of  Ihe  United  Slates  of  iirazil.  I  have  no 
doubt  that  after  ihe  verifientinn  of  what  I  state, 
the  government  of  llcr  liritannic  Majesty  will 
sponiatie'Uisly  Older  tin;  t;v.icnaiiini  of  the  island, 
as  it  did  in  1782. 

And,  since  Mr.  I'hi|>ps  in  the  concluding  part 
of  his  note  allmles  lo  the  suggestion,  winch  he 
made  to  me,  of  ^u^p(■nLHill■  the  onler  for  sending 
a  war  vessel  for  the  purpose  of  investijiating  whal 
isoccuiring  thi^ie  and  dechircs  that,  in  view  of 
what  is  set  forth  in  the  niune  of  Ins  gnveinnieiit, 
there  is  no  longer  nny  necessity  for  sending  it  to 
ascertnin  whether  in  occupying  the  island  Her 
Majesty's  government  is  perf)rmin!,'  an  act  of 
sovereignly,  I  earnestly  protesi  agninst  that  asser- 
tion, irserving  all  and  any  1  iglits  of  ilie  republic  of

The  last  of  ilic  docunieni>!  offered  hy  the 
Itrn^iliaii  niinisttr  of  foreign  affairs  as  a  proof  of 
Poiliiguese  dominion  on  Iho  islam!,  i<  n  royal  le|. 
ter,  dated  Kebiuary  22,  1724,  and  adJiessed  by 
the  PoituglU'se  government  lo  the  eaplain-gRncral 
of  Uio  de  Innciio.  Tliis  letter  alludps  lo  inforiua- 
tinu  irceived  by  ihat  uoverniiient  of  ihe  landing  of 
l''.n(.'li'h  on  I'linidad  for  the  puriiose  of  colonizing 
the  isliuid,  The  vessel  which  left  ihese  colonists 
inoceeded  lo  llha  Coande  f(n-  the  purpose  ..t 
trailing.  This  pmposejt  failed  lo  accomplish  he- 
eanse  it  was  twice  driven  nivay  liy  I'oitnunese 
foices.  It  then  returned  to  the  norl  of  Ajuda  and 
liUiled  its  merchandise.  The  Knglish  afterwards 
loaded  with  slaves  a  vessel  be|(mgiii|»  lo  the  (tuinea 
pany.  which  was  supiiosed  to  have  proceeded 
to  the  coasl  of  Uia?.il. 

The  I'orliiguese  g<iveriimeiit  expresses  the  belief 
[hat  [lie  object  of  the  Kngbsli  in  colonizing  Trin- 
idad is  to  land  slaves  iherc  on  accouni  of  Ihe 
facility  with  which  the  latter  may  he  conveyed 
fiom  that  ]ioim  lo  llha  Grande.  It  accordingly 
issues  ordeis  fi»r  preventing  the  harm  which  this 
trade,  in  its  opinion,  would  cause  to  Poitugal  and 
Brazil.

In  defending  the  hill  he  said  that,  unless  some 
measure  is  adopted  for  this  purpose,  twenty  years 
must  elapse  before  it  will  be  possible  lo  promote  a 
sergeant.  The  Senate  voted  in  1st  discussion  the 
hill  nuthoriEiug  the  government  to  purchase  city 
property  belonging  In  Hard,  Rand  &  Co.  al  Vic- 
ti'ria.  Chamber  if  Deputies,  ~V)ii\i\\\^  Silva  MnriK 
said  that  if  il  is  true  that  ihe  print ing.otlice  of  the 
Deimcruta  has  been  daningetl,  it  was  done  by 
liriulers  lielonging  lo  that  office.  Deputy  Gon^alo 
Laiios  introduced  a  bill  for  tiansferring  to  the  state 
of  Ceani  certain  properly  belonging  lo  the  g^^neral 
governmenl.  Deputy  Belisario  de  Souza  offered  a 
motion  signed  by  himself  and  four  others  foi-  ask- 
ing whether  it  is  true  thai  a  Eurojiean  power  lias 
oecnpied  the  island  of  'I'rindade,  This  inolion 
was  voted  by  the  Cliamber.  Deinity  Tlieotonio 
dc  M.igalhaes  defended  ihe  new  contract  with  the 
S,  l'aul>  Railway  C'impany,  lie  denied  that  there 
had  been  di|domaiic  interventi  m  in  die  matter. 
Comparing  the  present  willi  tlie  former  contract  he 
pointed  out  Ihe  advantages  whicli  the  governmeiil 
has  obtained  and,  warmly  eulogising  the  minister 
of  industry,  he  said  ihat  the  laiter  wnuld  give  up 
liis  pnitliilio  in  prefeience  lo  nbandnning  his  views 
nil  maiteis  hehmging  tn  Ids  department.  Deputy 
ICiico  Cnellio  spoke  on  the  law  schools  hill.  lie 
confessed  ihat  he  had  been  p^ni^lled  (or  his  severe 
criticisms  on  the  regulations  relating  to  public 
mstiiiction  framed  in  the  tinae  of  the  monarchy. 
The  republic  had  shown  that  it  was  possible  lo 
fiame  regulations  still  more  .-ibsurd  than  those 
which  he  had  so  severely  crilteised.

]>airioli^m  and  political  integrily.  The  two  great 
(dtjecis  for  whieh  this  statesman  had  always  w.-rk- 
I'd,  had  been  free  and  untramelled  suffrage  and 
financial  relorm.  II  more  progress  had  been  made 
ni  iho  work  of  the  house  for  the  present  session, 
he  would  propose  to  suspend  the  silting.  As  it 
was,  he  presented  a  motion  expressing  the  deep 
soriow  o(  llie  Chamber  for  ihe  loss  which  the 
C(nniliy  had  sustained.  Deputy  Francisco  Veiga

ITS  COUNTEh'PEIT  SEMBLANCE. 

Were  ihe  names  suppressed  we  very  much 
doulil  whether  mir  friends  in  Santos  would  be 
nhle  In  recognise  the  following  description  of  Ihe 
dyiiainile  explosion  wdiiih  occurred  there  in  June 
last.  .'\s  the  re]inrn;i  was  able  tn  give  so  many 
details  and  incidents,  lie  ought  to  have  been  able, 
in  our  opinion,  lo  correctly  locate  the  accident. 
linl  he  neither  does  iliis,  nor  is  lie  able  lo  come 
within  fifti-eii  hundred  miles  ol  l|ie  Iruth.  When, 
may  we  ask,  will  the  American  papers  learn  thai 
accuracy  is  rpiite  as  ini|iortant  as  "  enlcrprisf,  " 
iinil  that  an  aitistically  constructed  falsehood  is  not 
news  ? 

For  the  amusement  of  our  local  readers  we  re- 
produce Ihe  stoiy  as  clipped  from  a  London 
exchange  : 

"  Details  have  been  received  at  New  York  from 
Rio  de  Janeiro  <d  a  dynamite  explosion  which  took 
place  at  San  Paulo,  ihe  capital  of  llic  province  of 
that  name,  on  Saturday  morning,  22nd  June.  It 
appears,  says  Dalziel,  that  a  car  drawn  by  six 
mules,  and  loaded  with  50  lbs.  of  dynamite,  which 
was  on  its  way  to  the  cuast  for  use  in  some  engi- 
neering wfirks,  waK  travelling  through  the  town, 
when  it  was  run  into.  A  team  of  horses  atlached 
to  a  heavy  wagon  bad  bolted,  and  dashed  down 
ihe  nari-nw  street  thiough  which  the  dynamite  wa? 
being  conveyed.  The  wagon  swung  against  the 
oilier  vehicle  with  such  violence  Ihat  Ihe  latter 
was  nverlurned,  and  the  force  of  the  impact  caused 
llie  whole  50  lbs,  of  dyn.amite  tn  explode.  The 
mules,  the  horses,  and  the  men  in  charge  of  the 
vehicles  were  blnwii  tn  atoms ;  in  fact,  if  has  been 
impossible  to  find  a  trace  ol  them.  A  hole.  10 
feet  ill  diameter,  was  blown  in  the  earth.  Three 
lirick  houses,  Iwo  stone  houses,  and  a  number  of 
wooden  buildings  in  the  immediate  vicinity  were 
shaken  to  the  ground,  and  every   particle  of  glass 
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fftthin  a  radiut  o(  smne  ihnu'snjt  of  yird^  w»s 
brnfccn.

They  cerlainiy  can  not  demand  i^ss  ihnn 
this,  which  no  decent  c'l^'f""""!  '''*t  cbims  t'> 
respect  the  principle;  of  j.i-'ice,  can  deny  t'l  any 
part  of  the  people  which  i«  supposed  tr>  be  sover- 
lign  and  (rom  which  proceed  all  the  powers  del- 
egated to  ihe  grivernmen'.  But,  even  if  the  ».e- 
curily  which  tney  a-k  i=  promised,  how  U  t'le 
promise  10  l-e  made  «■)'"!  a-^  long  as  the  govern- 
ment of  the  sraie  is  m  the  hands  of  an  unscrupu- 
lODS  and  tyrannical  en?my  'iipporled  by  federal 
troops  ? 

The  second  coiidiiinn,  ii  is  said,  is  thai  Gen. 
Innocencio  Galvao  shall  remain  for  an  indefudle 
period  in  command  of  ilie  mdilary  district.  It  is 
possible  thai  behind  this  diete  is  soineihing  wuli 
which  we  rire  not  actjuainted  ;  but,  with  tlic  lijjhl' 
before  us,  wc  must  confess  thai  the  security  o(  ihe 
revolulionisis  seems  to  us  very  pmblemaiical,  il  't 
is  made  to  dfficnd  on  the  will  and  ability  of  any 
one  man.  This  wQuld  be  llie  case  even  with  a 
man  whose  record  t>ave  him  prestige  and  iiiS|iirfd 
confidence;  but  Gen.  Gahao,  however  youd  hi^ 
inteniions  may  l>e,  is  aw  i)fficer  who  has  never 
been  tried  in  any  vciy  resjxjnsible  position  ex- 
cept one,  and  in  that  (we  refer  to  the  question  id 
Admiral  Saldanha's  body)  he  lameniably  failed. 

The  3rd  and  4!h  of  the  alleged  conilitions  aie 
intended  to  prnteci  ihe  right  of  ihc  military  offi. 
cers  (includinf;  ilio^enfihe  national  ^uard  )  who 
joined  the  revolutionists, in  'heir  commissions  in  ilie 
national  fjuard,  aimy  and  navy,  of  which  indeed, 
we  believe  ihey  have  never  Iweii  dc(iriveil,  and  to 
assure  all  persons  who  h.ive  sufTered  losses  that  no 
attempt  will  lie  made  to  debar  ihcm  from  claiming 
compensation  before  llie  proper  courts. 

The  fiflh  (and  last)  condidon  provides  for  ihc  re- 
vision of  ihc  stale  consliiuti'>ii.  The  vabie  of  this 
condition  depends  entirety  on  the  nature  ol  its 
details.  If  these  are  such  as  10  offer  some  feasible 
scheme  for  enabling  the  majority  of  Hie  i>eople  to 
control  the  slate  government,  this  condition  may 
contain  elements  ol  security  that  aie  lacking  m  the 
oihers.  It  is  difhcult,  however,  \»  see  how  such  a 
scheme  can  l>e  made  lo  work  as  long  as  Castilhos 
is  held  in  office  by  the  suppoit  of  the  Kovernmenl 
troops.  We  fancy,  therefore,  thai  in  the  proposal 
of  the  revolulionisis  there  must  l>c  a  demand  foi 
the  withdrawal  ol  that  supjw>rt. 

In  ihe  meanwhile,  the  revnlutionisis  are  said  to 
be  preparing  lo  continue  llie  siriiiigle  in  case  of 
the  failure  of  the  attempt  at  piiciri cation.  In  this 
they  certainly  display  laudalile  prudence  and  fore 
sight.

Hyppoiito,  who  is  considered  oue  ol  ihe  ablest  of 
the  Cas'ilhisia  generals,  has  l.ecu  lelieved  of  hi 
command,  i<i  which  he  i»  succeeied  by  Col.  S= 
lustiano  Reis.

Senator  Cain]X)s 
Salles  declaced  that  instimiions  that  fail  lo  Guaran- 
tee the  rights  of  ciiizens  are  incapableof  controlling 
the  deslniies  "fa  country. 

—Too  great  care  can  not  be  taken  al  the  present 
time  against  ])ickpockeis  and  sneak-tliieves.  The 
city  is  simply  full  ol  them,  .\linost  every  day  we 
he.ir  of  theii  cxpliits,  and  in  most  cases  the  losses 
fsll  u|ion  tho^e  who  can  least  afford  them.  Gener- 
ally the  pom  anil  the  incautious  are  the  ones  who 
suffer  m  .St  fi«m  these  criminal  assaults,  and  gen- 
erally, also,  the  authorities  give  themselves  very 
little  cmcein  abi-ui  ihe  wrongs  of  such  people.  It 
would  be  well  for  the  press  lo  urge  upon  the 
jieiiple  not  10  larry  money  in  their  pockets,  and  to 
av  id  crowds  when  they  are  obliged  to  do  so. 

—  Entrance  inio  Itamaraiy  palace  has  l»een  pro- 
liilmed  t-t  a  lei.oiier  <if  the  AVtWir,  an  evening 
journal  "I  ihis  ciiy,  Ity  the  Pie-idcnt  on  account  of 
an  item  pubhslied  m  that  paper,  staling  that  in  a 
conference  between  ihe  President  and  Sena'or 
Pinheiro  Macliad'i  tlie  lalier  had  ohjecie.l  lo  ^he 
leims  of  peace  pr^iiwised  by  the  revolmionists.  In 
communicating  His  Excellency's  decision  lo  the 
Xothli  the  Picsideni's  secreiaiy  s'ates  that  no  one 
witnessed  the  conference.  The  NotUin  has  since 
declaied  thai  its  mformnlion  was  not  obtained 
frnm  the  -enalor.  Did  the  President  himself  fin  ■ 
nish  the  nifntmafon  ? 

— The  government  has  found  means  to  get  rid 
of  one  of  the  1,510  2iid-lieiitenanis  and  ensigns  of 
Noveinbe:  3,  who  are  causing  so  niacli  annoyance 
and  costing  -o  much  money.  It  appears  that  this 
man,  whose  name  is  Pelmar  Caliral  Godolphim, 
.le5erie<l  from  the  lOih  regiment  of  cavalry  and 
that  he  was  actually  a  rlcserter  when  promoled, 
though  be  sulisequently  availcl  himself  of  the 
pardon  grante<!  liy  decree  ol  August  25.  The  war 
department  has  annolled  ihe  promotion  and  caused 
him  to  I>:r  d'scharijeil  from  the  ^etvice,  thus  re- 
ducing to  1 ,509  the  number  of  Ihe  Irouhtesome  2nd- 
lieutenan'S  and  ensigns. 

— Anoiher  Trindade  demonstratinn  occurred  in 
this  city  Saturday  evening,  called  by  students  of 
the  Piilylechnic  Schoid.  One  of  lhe  .spcakeis  was 
50  \-iolen'  in  his  language,  that  the  chief  of  police, 
who  was  p-e-eni,  admonished  him  to  l»e  more 
moieiaie.  Ths  speaker  did  nol  olwy  lhe  inlima- 
turn,  however,  and  lhe  Chief  had  to  remove  him. 
After  oiher  speeches,  the  exciter!  crowd  moved 
diwn  ;htr  Onvidor  to  the  Paiz  office,  where  Nilo 
Peganha  harangued  il  and  denounced  the  inter- 
ference of  Ihe  police.  Nilo's  Hieory  is  that  his 
party  mast  have  lhe  fnllest  liberty  to  do  what- 
ever il  pleases,  while  the  oppos  lion  must  be 
ngidly  repressed,  'Phere  was  riiore  disorder  at 
the  Londre;  cafe  of  course,  and  Ihe  cause  of 
nalionul  sovereignly  and  anarchy  was  visibly 
advanced.

—A  telegram  fiom  I^ndon  of  the  25th  announced 
lhe  discovery  of  criminal  immoralilies  near  Bourne- 
mouth, and  the  arrest  ol  various  parlies  impli- 
cated. What  Ihe  immoralilies  were,  the  telegram 
did  not  stale.  And  yet.  on  the  following  morn- 
ing the  Jontal  do  llr.i-il  liad  the  hardihood  to 
give  il  black  line  heiding  10  the  dispatch,  saying 
"  Cousas  puramtnU  ingUzas "  {things  paiely 
English).  Crime  and  tmmoraliiy  are  neiiher 
restricted  to  any  particular  country,  nor  do  we 
know  of  any  country  free  from  them.  This  head 
line,  therefore,  not  only  expressed  a  dclilierale 
falsehood,  but  it  showed  a  petty  malice  which  re- 
flects no  credit  upon  a  reputable  journal.  Th- 
Trindade  question  is  not  to  be  seitle<l  in  any  such 
way  as  this,  nor  should  the  only  useful  friend 
which  Brazil  possesses  be  slandered  merely  l>ecanse 
of  some  trifling  disagreement. 


EPIDEMICS  l.V  BRAZIL. 

It  is  not  a  matter  for  surprise  tliat  Brazil  has  a 
bad  reputation  for  epidemics,  when  rep  tis  such 
as  wc  quote  l>elow  are  set  afloat  by  persons  return- 
ing from  this  country.  The  fever  epidemics  here 
and  in  Santos  are  bad  enough  even  when  truth- 
fully descr!l>ed,  so  there  cm  be  no  ciedit  in  exag- 
gerating ihem.  T!ic  following  story,  which  was 
given  to  the  Baltimore  reporters  on  June  25th  last, 
IS  one  of  this  description,  Tiiete  was  an  epidemic 
of  (ever  in  Santos,  it  is  true,  but  the  story  is  t<ild 
with  so  much  grt>ss  exaggeration  as  to  make 
it  a  wilful  laiiehood.  Such  stories  serve  no  go-jd 
purpose  as  news,  wdiile  on  lhe  contrary  they  do 
much  to  injure  commerce  and  discretlit  the  country 
libelled,  .^s  we  have  before  said,  these  epidemics 
are  bad  enough  without  resort  to  such  exag- 
gerations. 

In  lhe  exliact  below  we  omit  all  names,  for  the 
shipmaster  is  a  frequent  visitor  to  Brazilian  ports 
and  it  is  more  than  probahle  thai  the  reporter  has 
abased  his  confidence  by  adding  sen.sational  details 
to  the  report.  The  slory  published  in  the  Amer- 
ican papers  is  as  follows : 

"  Capt. reports  that  when  the left 

Santos,  May  12,  yellow  fever  was  raging  on  every 
side. 

Men  were  dropping  dead  in  the  streets  and  dy- 
ing by  scores  in  the  city  and  on  the  vessels  m 
)^>ort.  S'>me  of  the  vessels  had  their  flags  at  hall 
maat  day  after  day  for  weeks,  a^  man  after  man  of 
their  crews  succumbed  to  the  scourge.  The  dcaih- 
boat  was  being  rowel  aljoui  the  harlior  day  and 
night  from  vessel  10  vessel,  collecting  lhe  dead  and 
taking  them  ashore  for  burial.  Some  of  the  ves- 
sels had  only  one  or  two  men  left  of  Iheir  entire 
crews,  and  many  of  them  were  unable  to  get  away 
from  the  (ie>t  hole  of  fiver  owing  lo  lack  of  men. 

Seamen  were  scarce,  and  when  vessels  lost  their 
crews,  it  was  wiih  lhe  greatest  difficulty  that  men 
were  secured  to  lake  their  places.  Captains  of 
vessels  had  to  exercise  the  greatest  caution  lo  pre- 
vent their  crews  deserting  or  l>emg  lured  ashore 
by  lhe  Ikoading  house  and  shipping  masters."
